The Applicant argues that Gorell on page 10 left column last paragraph teaches running a reservoir simulation for each iteration 
is not practical, so it is in contrast with the claimed invention which recites repeatedly performing said selecting .. and said storing. 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees. This cited teaching of Gorell above is for the final iteration which is Economic Monte Carlo 
Simulation, see page 9 right column starting of second paragraph. On page 6 Gorell teaches iterations of simulation, specifically 
in 2 iteration in the example, and there are 167 simulations in iteration 1 and 240 in iteration 2. This teaching reads onto the 
limitation of repeatedly ... and said storing. Claim 1, therefore, remains rejected. Other independent claims bearing similar 
limitation also remain rejected. Their respective dependent claims, therefore, remain rejected..
